The nurleii Caiml. 


Cuxmodure Helfridgc, it appears, claiina 


that a practicable route for a ship canal 
across ttie lslliniU5 of Darien has leeii dis- 
covered. The forlhcoming reports ot the 
recent expedition will, it U said, positvcly 
slite the fact and lay dowu the route as fol- 
lows : From the liulf of Darien, on Iho At- 
lantic coast, up llie Atrato river, 150 miles, 
jo the mouth of the Mapipi, aud thence is 
nearly a straight line, lo Ihc Pacific oceau 
at Cupica bay. The harbors on bolh coasts 
at these points xre represented to bo excel- 
lent, c-immodioua, and always sate. The 
Alralo liver as far as Ihe Uapipi is nowhere 
Ins lhau 30 feel deep, with a fill of only 90 
feel, which it is proposed to overcome by 
nine locks of 10 feet each.
